I. Perſons Paſſing by Water. 

re's no Occaſion for making a Bargain with any Witer- 
Man before-hand ; but at whatever Stairs you find a Wa- 
ter-Man waiting for a Fair, call to him, and go into his Beat, 
bidding him carry you to the Place where you deſign to Landy 
when you are landed, pay him according to the fore-going 
Rates; which if he retuſes to accept, and demands more, take 
his Name or the Number of his Boar : When that is know, give 
him more Money than he requires and demand your Change, 
charging hlm at his Peril to take no more then his Due; this 
done, go quietly away, and if he has taken more theu his ap- 
pointed Fair, go forthwith to Water-Manr Hall near the O14 
Swan, and enquire for the Clerk, to whom relate your Bufineſs, 
giving him the Number of the Boat, or the Name of the Warer- 
Man 


This being done, the Clerk will Sammon him to attend at the 
Hall, and anſwer the Complaint, where you will be ſure to have 
Jultice done you, and the Perſon puniſhed as the fault deſerves. 

N. B. By a late Precept from the Lord Mayor, to prevent 
Diſaſters, all Wherries plying on Sundays, are ordcr'd to carry 
over no more than 8 Perſons at a Time.
